SCHOOL REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN:—In presenting to you the annual report of our 
schools the past year, we find it no pleasant task to make a truth- 
ful report of their success. 


In some of them good progress has been made, and the public 
money well expended, while others have proved very unsatisfac- 
tory. 

The Board organized by choosing D. C. Bragdon, secretary, and 
W. P. Bacon, chairman and treasurer. 


~We undertook the work of procuring teachers in the firm belief 
that the “‘best were the cheapest,” and endeavored to obtain such 
only as were well recommended. Some of these have labored 
faithfully, and done a work that deserves commendation, while 
others have possessed but few of the qualifications necessary to 
make a school successful. Two of the most prominent defects have 
been a lack of order and want of thoroughness. 


Too many of the scholars have been allowed by their teachers to 
pass the term without any close application on the part of the pupil, 
or that thorough drill on the part of the teacher essential to secure 
the best results. 


It has been the aim of the Board to so arrange the time of the 
schools that scholars could attend different schools, and twenty-two 
of the seventy children have availed themselves of this privilege, 
aud some have derived considerable benefit from this arrangement; , 
but in a thinly populated community like this, the problem of giv- 
ing to each scholar equal advantages of schooling is one not easily 
solved. 

We believe more good would be accomplished if the parents 
would take a greater interest in the school, and by frequent visits 
and a careful watch of the progress made by their children, keep 
themselves better informed of what is done in the schoolroom.
